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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-6, in the reply filed on 
December 10, 2008 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that unity of 
invention was found to exist during the international phase. This is not found 
persuasive because the Groups do not relate to a single general inventive concept. 
Group I, claims 1-6, is drawn to a particular industrial robot. Group II, claim 7, is drawn 
to a method of manufacturing a robot. Group III, claims 8, is drawn to use of robot 
during laser cutting. Group IV, claim 9, is drawn to manufacturing a robot during laser 
cutting. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Drawings 

The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1 .81 (c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 
Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). 

The drawing must represent the claimed "stationary platform" and "movable 
platform"; must represent the first, second, and third arms to which the "platforms" are 
joined; and must show the claimed features "characterized in that the first and third axes 
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are arranged parallel and that the second supporting arm is freely journalled around a 
transverse axis that is substantially arranged in a plane normal to the second axis." 
Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: "a stationary platform" is claimed in claim 1, but no 
stationary platform was described in the Detailed Description of the Specification, and 
further, claim 1 describes "stationary platform (3)", but the Specification describes "3" as 
a "column structure". Further, "the platforms" is not a clear description because only 
one platform has been defined in the Specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 1 , line 2, "a stationary platform" is described, but no stationary platform 
was described in the Detailed Description of the Specification. Further, the claim 
describes "stationary platform (3)", but the Specification describes "3" as a "column 
structure". 
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Claim 1 , line 4, "the platforms" is not a supported description because only 
one platform has been defined in the Specification. 

The dependent claims contain the limitations of rejected claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is written using confusing punctuation. For example, ", and a first linkage 
(16, 17),", and ", and a second linkage (18, 19),", and "and a third linkage (20, 21)," are 
not clearly presented, are not clearly associated with the first, second, and third group 
features, and do not clearly further define the invention. 

Claim 1, following "characterized in that", the description "the first and third axes" 
do not clearly define the apparatus structure. How do they correspond to the first and 
third axes which were earlier described in the claim? 

All dependent claims contain the unclear limitations of the base claim. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO9958301 in view of WO9914018. 

The arm linkages are shown in WO9958301 (Figure 1). The use of two arms 
pivotable about an axis and a third arm pivotable about a transverse axis is shown in 
WO9914018 (Figure 1). The substitution of the pivot axes of WO9914018 in the device 
for relative movement described in WO9958301 would have been obvious at the time 
applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art because the 
arrangement provides for efficient improved relative pivotability.
